2ROPOSED TO FORM 
CANADIAN 
WHEAT INSTITUTE 


Proposals for forming the Cana- 
ian Wheat Institute as a national 
-ody to conduct jwork in the inter- 
‘sts of Canadian wheat were en- 
-orsed by the annual convention of 
the Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
vhich met in Winnipeg on September 
1th, 12, and 13th. This followed an 
ddress by Mr. R. S Law, president 
t the United Grain Growers Ltd, in 
he course of which he dealt with the 
eed for putting a new force behind 
he sale of Canadian wwhieat and 
showed how through the proposed 
nstitute, advertising, commercial re- 
sarch, scientific research and other 
‘forts might be brought to bear 
cowards the enlargement of outlets 
.or Canadian wheat. 

Mr, Law spoke on the _ subject 
Wiheat from the National Stand- 
Joint” and much of his address was 
ievoted to emphasizing the national 
importance of the wheai industry of 
Canada, In emphasizing that fact 
Mr, Law said: “It should be re- 
ali.@d that growing wheat for ex- 
port has been parti of the basic policy 
of Canada for a third of a century. 
Upon it is founded the immigration 
policy of this country and the whole 
project of opening up western Can- 
ada upon it was predicted a large 
part of the country’s railway con- 
struction and the building of canals 
and harbors. That western Canada 
should be opened up, that people 
from other parts of the country and 
from other countries should be invit- 
ed to come in, that financial institu- 
tions should pour their resources 
into the prairies and that factories 
should be built to supply the needs of 
farmers who were to grow wheat— 
all that was part of the national de- 
termination of the country since the 
beginning of the century.” In con- 
cluding his address Mr, Law said: 
“The welfare of the western farmers 
the welfare of Western Canada, 
and to a large extent the welfare of 
Dominion of Canada must continue 
to depend upon our ability to main- 
tain large outlets for the wheat grawn 
in the west, and that in turn may 
well depend upon our ability to keep 
a national understanding and main- 
tain a national outlook on our wheat 
problem,” 

The resolution which was subsquent- 
ly passed by the convention of the 
Chamber of Commerce read as fol- 
lws: ‘Realizing the importance of 
Canadian wheat production to the 
prosperity of Canada, the chamber 
has been gratified to learn that those 
directly interested in the production 
and marketing of Canadian wheat 
have under consideration the organi- 
zation of a Canadian Wheat Institute 
as a national body to stimulate the 
marketing and use of wheat in the 
markets of the world The chamb- 
er extends its closest co-operation in 
this endeavor.”

The international yacht race for the America Cup between the British | 
challenger ‘Endeavour’ and the United States defender “Rainbow” is the | 
subject of innumerable newspaper and magazine articles reviewing the his-| 
tory of this famous Cup and setting forth facts and figures indicating val 


who alone can afford to indulge in this sport. 
money-making venture on the part of those who engage in it; quite the | 
reverse, No gate admission can be charged, and the spectacle is free to 
all those who can get within sight of it. 


But the cost of building even one of these yachts and financing it dur- | 
ing the trial races and the short race period runs well over a million dol- | 
lars, and with several boats involved, the actual total cost is staggering. Is | 
it all worth while? Are such huge expenditures of money for such a pur- | 
pose justified at any time, and particularly so at this time when millions of 
people in the two countries concerned are in need of the bare necessities of 
life? Are those who devote their wealth to such a purpose real sports, and | 
are they making any actual contribution to the well-being of their fellow- 
men? | 

What is real sport? What is, or should be, its aim and object? Real | 
sport, if we understand it aright, should provide recreation from the every- | 
day toils and worries of life, and it should, therefore, be engaged in, not by | 
a select few, but by the masses. Secondly, its aim should be the develop- | 
ment of the physical well-being of all who engage in it, coupled with the 
inculcation and development of those traits of character which recognize 
and insist upon fairplay, respect for a competitor, observance of the rules 
of the game whatever it may be, acceptance of defeat with good grace and 
a smile, and of victory with a becoming modesty. 


If this is a correct definition of real sport, then it should never become 
& mere money-making enterprise in any of its branches. As a matter of 
fact, when it develops into a money-making enterprise it ceases to be sport 
in its true sense and becomes a business with gate receipts and salaries the 
main objective, while all the principles underlying real sport are sacrificed 
to skill. 


Unfortunately, much of the so-called sport of to-day has degenerated | 
from the idea] of amateurism to professionalism; from love of the game to 
love of the dollars that may be earned. It is no longer sport or recreation, 
but a cold, competitive business. 


This has long been true of baseball in the United States. Tens of 
thousands of people pack the stands to watch eighteen highly trained ex-| 
perts “play” ball. These thousands cheer themselves hoarse for the “home” | 
team, although not one of the ‘‘players” may be a native son or even a resi- | 
dent of the home city, but imported men from anywhere simply because | 
they have the knack to excell in a certain position on the baseball diamond. 
Such is the great national game of the United States; but it is not sport. 
It is nothing but a business highly organized to the nth degree to make 
money for the owners of the franchise and their high salaried ball-playing | 
employees. Instead of the thousands of spectators being benefited physic- 
ally or otherwise, the reverse is true; they ought to be actively participat- 
ing during these leisure hours in some health giving recreation. 

In its heyday, lacrosse, the old national game of Canada, was an ama- 
teur sport. Thousands of boys engaged in it for the love of the game and 
the exercise they obtained. Professionalism crept in, and Canada’s national | 
game died. Canada’s great winter game, ice-hockey, is travelling the same | 
road, thanks to the adoption of the game by the United States and the in- | 
vasion of the so-called sport magnates with their offers of large salaries to 
expert hockey players. Professionalism makes inroads into football, golf, 
tennis. Only a few games, curling, for instance, remain free of the taint. 

What and who are responsible for this deterioration? First, the money 
grabbing instinct of men. Secondly, universities and colleges to a consider- 
able exent. Large universities pay extravagant salaries to so-called sports | 
managers and trainers, not for the purpose of developing the physical well- 
being of all members of their student bodies, but to build up a champion- 
ship crew or team in the varied departments of sport to carry the college 
colors to victory and thus advertise the university and command the admira- 
ation and ultimate enrolment of youth from all over the country. It is no 
longer sport in its truest sense, but a business proposition with such insti- | 
tutions. | 

With but few exceptions, people love sports. Practically every child | 
likes to play games. It is a natural born instinct, and it has its place, and} 
a big place, in the physical, mental and moral development of youth. But it 
is being perverted to gross material ends, with the result that sport in its | 
real sense is largely lacking in the larger centres of population, and we | 
must go to the small towns, villages and tural communities to find games| 
and sporting events engaged in by the masses for the intrinsic love and joy 
of the game. Sport in its true sense and meaning should be strongly en- | 
couraged everywhere, but it is time a halt was called to professionalism in | 
sport, and to its twin evil of making proficiency in any one branch of it the | 
end-all of one's existence.

Scientists Have | 
Solved Puzzle 


Discover Reason Modern Leather 
Book Covers Do Not Last 


Books from the libraries of Buck- 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle 
have enabled scientists to solve the 
riddle of why modern leather book 
covers are comparatively short lived. 
As a result of experiments recently; 
carried out here, leather-bound books 
will once again be made as nearly 
immortal as are most royal posses- 
sions. 

The secret, it has been found hy. 
the British Leather Manufacturers’ 
Research Association, is that the 
modern process of mass production 
dyeing takes from leather just those 
chemicals which enable it to resist 
the acid-laden air of British towns. 
Two pairs of book covers from the 
British royal libaries clinched the 
diagnosis. One, on Disraeli's letters, 
had been in the smoky air of Lon- 
don, and wherever the cover had 
been exposed it was powdered and 
worn, Disraeli was British Prime 
Minister in the Victoria era. The 
other on the letters of Lord Salis- 


bury, another of the Victorian Prime | 
Ministers, had passed its whole life} 
in the purer air of Windsor and was! 


almost perfectly preserved. 


A chemist got to work and was)| 


able to prove that the leather, which 
was worn, had absorbed appreciable 
amounts of sulphuric acid which 
could not have been introduced dur- 
ing manufacture.

Turtle Racing Not Expensive And 
Races Cannot Be “Fixed” 
Turtles have come into their own 
at last. They are no longer destined 
to be mocked into soup, for they 
were the principals in a track event 
at St. Anthony's church festival in 
Harrow. Commissioner Clyde W. 
Curry and Commissioner Norman D. 

Eansor own the turtles, 

Turtle races are not an expensive 
undertaking. To begin with, one 
doesn't need an elaborate track, And 
turtles don’t eat much, at least not 
the baby snappers. Then, one doesn't 
need a parimutuel system, or a bunch 
of clerks to figure odds, because the 
turtles are all alike. Jockeys, weigh- 
ers, handicappers, judges, and even 
the touts who are always seen around 
any race track, can be dispensed 
with, 

And, turtle races are not fixed, he- 
cause the lay-out doesn’t permit any- 
thing like that. To begin with, the 


turtles are all put into one aquarium, 
and when all the bets are placed and 
it’s race time, the turtles are not 
taken to the barrier, simply because } 
they are not trained to be brought} 
there. 

They are scooped out of the aquar- 
ium and placed inside a circular wire 
barricade. When that’s lifted, the 
turtles simply won’t believe it and | 
they just stay there, refusing to do 
anything for about a minute.
